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CHAPTER I — PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


BACKGROUND 


Section 26 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act 
(RSC 1985) States that "the Minister shall, within six 
months after the end of each fiscal year, prepare a report 
Showing the financial operations of all public harbours and 
PUDIICIpOrt Sraciilities = formethat f£rscal year cand ishalloilay a 
copy of the report before Parliament on any of the first 
fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting 
after he completes it." This report has been prepared to 
meet this requirement. 


The report includes only the public harbours and port 
facilities administered under the Act and excludes ports of 
the anada Pores GCorporatronsieclocatsronre Corporatrons cand 
ports administered as Harbour Commissions. These ports 
fall under other Acts and have other reporting requirements. 


OVERVIEW OF PROGRAM 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns to the 
responsible Minister the control and management of all 
harbours, wharves, piers and breakwaters that are the 
property of Canada and not the responsibility of another 
minister. The Minister of Transport has been designated 
the responsible Minister for this Act. The program 
currently involves maintenance, administration and 
development of public port facilities and public harbours 
at 576 geographically dispersed sites, primarily in Support 
of commercial transportation. 


Commercial transportation, in this case, includes vessels 
engaged in the transport of commodities, goods or 
passengers. It generally excludes fishing and recreational 
vessels that fall within the mandate of the Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services are also usually 
excluded. Certain ports administered by Transport Canada, 
however, may Support fishing, recreational or ferry 
activities at locations where it iS economical for several 
types of users to share the same facilities. 


PORT OPERATIONS 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional 
Significance. Their role in isolated areas is to provide a 
basic transportation link to communities for the supply of 
essential goods and foodstuffs and for passenger service. 
In these areas, few rail or road links exist and air 
transport may be prohibitively expensive. 


In other locales, ports may exist to provide efficient 
transportation for bulk commodities with relatively low 
value per unit of cargo volume or weight. Examples are ore 
concentrates, pulpwood and grain. These ports generally 
support local industrial needs and may be the only 
transportation alternative when overseas markets must be 
reached. 


Whether a port exists to support an isolated community or 
several large industries, Transport Canada’s operational 
role at the port is normally limited to such functions as 
monitoring port operations, enforcing regulations regarding 
facility use and collecting user fees. Direct service 
activities such as cargo handling are supplied by the 
private sector. 


The majority of the public ports do not generate sufficient 
revenues to cover all of the capital, operating and 
administrative costs and therefore are funded largely by 
appropriations through Parliament. 


PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are 
linked to Ports Canada ports and the Harbour Commissions by 
a common set of objectives. These objectives seek to 
achieve a port system that: 


a) is an effective instrument of support for the 
achievement of Canadian international trade objectives 
and of national, regional and local economic and social 
objectives; 


b) is: efficvrerrr: 
c) provides accessibility and equitable treatment in the 
movement of goods and persons to users of Canadian 


ports, and 


d) is coordinated with other marine activities and surface 
and air transportation systems. 


PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard 
through five regional offices with overall coordination 
provided by a headquarters unit, the Harbours and Ports 
Directorate, in Ottawa. Local port administration varies 
according to the complexity of local operations. A small 
number of the most active sites are supervised by full-time 
public servants who serve as port or area managers. tn 
most cases Transport Canada is represented locally by 
fee-of-office appointees who are compensated ona 
commission basis from a percentage of the fees collected 
from port users. These appointees, known as Harbour 
Masters and Wharfingers, are appointed by the Minister of 
Transport and are as active at ports as traffic demands. 


USER FEES 


Fees are assessed against port users under the Public 
Harbours and Port Facilities Act based on trade practice. 
They include the following major types of charges: 


HARBOUR DUES 


— a charge assessed against a vessel for use of a 
public harbour based on the size of the vessel and 
the type of operation. 


BERTHAGE 

— a charge assessed against a vessel for occupying a 
berth at a port. The charge is based on the size of 
vessel and its length of stay. 

WHARFAGE 

- a charge assessed against cargo moved over a public 
wharf. Charges are based on the type of cargo with a 
rate per tonne or cubic metre. 

STORAGE 

- a charge for use of sheds or open space for 


assemblage or distribution of cargoes. The charge is 
based on space occupied and duration of use. 


LETTING 


- a rent based usually on the market value of the 
property is assessed to the tenant. 


Attarvfe “schedulesis published fonvall chaygesselaries 
rates are approved by Governor-In-Council. Where capital 
development is being undertaken for the benefit of a major 
user, these tariffs may be supplemented or replaced by 
negotiated surcharges. The surcharges are designed to 
improve the overall rate of cost recovery on the 
investment. All revenues, excluding commissions paid to 
Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, are deposited to the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


PUBLIC HARBOUR ADVISORY COUNCILS 


The Minister of Transport may establish Public Harbour 
Advisory Councils for such public (harbours»%4s She may 
designate, olin accordance with’Section.

Public Harbour Advisory Councils form an important element 
of the overall mechanism contributing to the development 
and implementation of national, regional and local ports 
policy and operation. They provide an organizational 
Structure whereby the planning and operation of local ports 
can be discussed and ensuing recommendations can be made to 
the Minister.

CHAPTER II — PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


TARIFFS 

A tariff increase proposal which was the subject of 
extensive user consultation and impact assessment work in 
1987/88 was under review within Transport Canada in 

IIS8/ oie WOLkK aim preparation for final Ministerial 
approval and regulatory approval of the proposal was 
Carried out. The proposed increases, anticipated to take 
effect in the spring of 1990, are directed at increasing 
departmental revenues in support of the government’s 
continuing commitment to deficit reduction. 


PROPERTY AND REAL ESTATE ISSUES 


A total of 381 letting documents were issued Canada-wide. 
Annual revenues from this activity have reached over 
Seen el TOI 


Harbours and Ports officials have been very active during 
the year analysing and coordinating on behalf of the 
Canadian Coast Guard numerous new initiatives from the 
Bureau of Real Property Management in respect of real 
property policy revisions and the proposed new Public Lands 
Act. 


Harbours and Ports promoted the declaration of Argentia, 
Newfoundland as a public harbour. Prepublication was 
carried out in 1988/89 in the Canada Gazette with no 
objection being voiced. 


REGULATORY AND LEGISLATIVE INITIATIVES 


In September 1986, Significant changes were introduced to 
the federal system for formulating and approving regulatory 
proposals. In 1988, five regulatory initiatives specific 
tO public harbours and port facilities were adentified.in 
the Federal Regulatory Plan, and in 1989 nine initiatives 
were identified. These include the declaration of 
Argentia, Newfoundland, as a public harbour; an amendment 
to the Remission or Substitution of Rates Regulations which 
will allow the Minister to forgive container charges 
assessed against resupply operations to remote communities; 
Harbour Master and Wharfinger Remuneration Regulations 
which will improve the structure and level of remuneration 
for these fee-of-office appointees; and, Public Harbours 
and | Port) Bacdiaties DesiqnatdonnRegulabions whichiiwild 
Gdesigquvave Hherpubltecuharbours andrpublicoport facilities 
where Harbour Masters and Wharfingers may be appointed. 


The Government Wharves Regulations and Public Harbours 
Regulations, which were made pursuant to Section 12(1) of 
the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, are being 
reviewed in order to modernize, improve and ensure their 
consistency with other marine legislation in such areas as 
Safety. Further amendments to these regulations include 
the incorporation of a section dealing with interest on 
overdue accounts. 


REGIONAL ACHIEVEMENTS 


NEWFOUNDLAND Region experienced its most productive year 
ever in 1988/89 in terms of both projects undertaken and 
revenues generated. The Region administered 119 facilities 
at over 65 sites throughout the island and Labrador in 
1988/89. The mix Of pub@icenarbours=and= bortetfactlivies 
ranges from those fulfilling primarily a commercial 
transportationefunctron-tosehnose fulfitlinge primarigy à 
social obligation. 


The Region initiated 12 capital projects in 1988/89 for a 
total annual expenditure of $13.5 million and 69 operations 
and maintenance projects totalling $3.1 million. Five of 
the major capital projects were:

The Long Pond Manuels Basin Dredging and Goose Bay Transit 
Shed projects were completed in 1988/89 as well as a wharf 
reconstruction project at Black Tickle, Labrador. (1988/89 
expenditure®*- $397,000; project value - $173 million). 


Total gross revenues of $1.4 million in 1988/89 represented 
a $201,000 or 17.2% improvement over 1987/88. Harbour dues 
revenues increased Significantly from $143,000 in 1987/88 
to S231 ,000Gan 1988/89Sand nowxaccount Foret] 47808 the 
national total for net harbour dues as compared to 11.7% in 
1987/88. Net collections of $139,000 at Come By Chance 


were a major contributor to this growth. ‘The 

Come By Chance oil refinery was fully operational in 
1988/89 which resulted in a Significant volume of vessel 
ErAri oC. 


Gross wharfage revenues totalled $669,347, an improvement 
of $153,000 or 18.9% over 1987/88. Major revenue producing 
ports were Stephenville, Corner Brook, Long Pond Manuels, 
Goose Bay, Argentia and Botwood with wharfage revenues 
acGOuntang Lora82.7220fnthentotalewharfagéscollections. 
Petroleum products represent the most important commodity 
(i.e., in terms of revenue generation) handled in the 
Region during the year which, together with general cargo, 
(i.e., goods not otherwise specified) and newsprint, 
accounted for 70% of total wharfage revenue during the 
year. An additional 22% was accounted for by, in order of 
importance, containers, salt, scrap metals, cement, grain 
PLOaducts,-and Ores. 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate in Newfoundland was 
front and centre in 1988/89 in capitalizing on the 
opportunities presented by the closure of the Newfoundland 
railway. A solid foundation has been laid for continued 
growth and development well into the 1990S as marine 
transportation and related activities gain in prominence 
and importance. 


MARITIMES Region administered public harbours and port 
facilities at over 200 sites. Four major wharf 
reconstruction projects were completed in the Maritimes 
Region during the 1988/89 fiscal year. 


The wharf at Annapolis Royal, N.S. was completely replaced 
with a new $1.5 million sheet steel wharf, which will 
effectively re-open the port to commercial traffic. The 
previous wharf was a very old structure and was not able to 
Support commercial traffic. 


Pugwash, N.S. is ‘the “site (Of -a-major facibity for the 
CxpoOLL OL =Salt.. The Pugwash wharf required major 
rehabilitation to meet the requirements of clients using 
the facility. A new west berth was constructed; the south 
berth was improved, and the lighting system and access 
roads were improved at a cost of $2.6 million. 


Also completed was a project to rehabilitate the wharf at 
Hast Ferny 7 N.S. Slhis ifacibitydais eused primard ly«by one of 
the intra-provincial ferries run by the Province of 

Nova Scotia. The project, which cost approximately 

Si. 3 million, was Cost-shared with the Province of 

Nova Scotia on ta 50750 basis. 


The wharf at Shelburne, N.S. was repaired and upgraded to 
meet the requirements of those using the facility. This 
$1.1 million project also extended the remaining useful 
life Of the Structures trom 3 tOe7>, years. 


The Maritimes Region generated revenues totalling

CENTRAL Region provides for the management, maintenance, 
and development of 55 sites in Ontario and 2 in Manitoba. 


Total revenue realized for 1988/89 was $2.3 million, up 24% 
from 1987/88. Revenues at Goderich, Port Stanley and 
Sarnia account for over 60% of the total Regional revenues. 


Principal commodities handled by the Region were salt, 
ores, petroleum products, and grains. 


A major capital program focussed on three projects. The 
$17.5 million harbour expansion at Goderich was completed 
Within budget. Repairs and restoration of the Crawford 
Dock in Kingston Ontario was completed in 1988/89 at a 
total Cost of 5905), 00018 Rrelimnary designs for 
modification of the Pelee Island/Mainland Ferry Facilities 
ports were submitted by Public Works Canada for 
Consideratiom by Harbours "and ‘Ports ~and- provincial 
government representatives. 


Major dredging projects carried out included Port Stanley 
(project completed at total cost of $841,000) and Toronto 
Keating channel (1988/89 expenditure of $348,000, ongoing). 


Substantial repairs to the main harbour breakwater were 
Carried out at Thunder Bay as well as reconstruction of 
Pier 2 at Owen Sound, repairs to breakwaters at 

Walpole Island and float improvements to ports in the 
James Bay area for a total expense of $1.3 million. 


WESTERN Region administers public harbours and port 
facilities at 142 sites across British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, and the Northwest Territories. The scale of 
facilities ranges from the largest revenue producing public 
harbour in Canada, Victoria Harbour with total 1988/89 
revenues of $1.2 million, to isolated communities where the 
sole means of access is the Transport Canada wharf. 


Victoria Harbour remains the busiest and most unique of 
Western Region’s ports. Over 1 million passengers on 

4 regularly scheduled marine carriers embarked or 
disembarked at Victoria Harbour in 1988/89. In addition to 
this activity, over 20,000 recreational vessel movements 
occurred within the harbour limits co-existing with 
approximately 60 daily helicopter and float plane 
movements. Kitimat, Crofton, Powell River and 

Campbell River are among other important public harbours in 
the Region. 


Expenditures for repairs and upkeep of region-wide port 
facilites totaived SA; 4 million 1n129887 89 wichemostror 
the 77 projects averaging $50,000. The largest project 
undertaken was the improvement to the Middle Point Barge 
Terminal site at Campbell River, B.C. to accommodate 
increasing levels of traffic and a greater variety of 
vessels at a cost of $440,945. 


The major commodity handled at Western Region public port 
facilities is petroleum products. AS well, a major use of 
the facilities remains the resupply of goods and food 
stuffs to isolated and semi-isolated communities. 


Western Region has also, through agreements with the 
Districts of Kitimat and Stewart respectively, contributed 
money and time towards the study of future port development 
which could enhance socio-economic activity in these 
communities. Similar studies, wholly funded by Western 
Region, were also conducted in Port Hardy, Campbell River, 
and Coal Harbour. 


A major study was initiated in 1988/89 to provide a profile 
of marine transportation systems in Western Canada. The 
Port Master Plan wit also -forecast future activity and 
develop a long-term public port strategy to the year 2008. 
Completion of this study is scheduled for January 1990.

7.7% and 2.5% respectively.

Maritimes also led the Regions in terms of international 
tonnage with 125 midiion tonnes or 39;8% of the total 1988 
international cargo. Central Region handled 1.1 million 
tonnes (29.5%) of international traffic; Laurentian handled 
873 thousand tonnes (22.7%) and Newfoundland handled 

320 thousand tonnes (8%). There were no international 
commodity movements in the Western Region. The 
corresponding total estimated values of the international

Gross revenues in 1988/89 for the program were $11,102,458 
which represent 32.7% of non-capital expenditures and 15.3% 
of total expenditures. Under the terms of the Public 
Harbours and Port Facilities Act, Wharfingers and Harbour 
Masters receive a set commission rate on tariff revenues 
collected from their respective ports. The remaining funds 


are then paid into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1988/89, 217 fee-of-office appointees represented 
Transport Canada at its public ports. Commission payments 
to appointees ranged from nil up to $55,581 depending upon 
the, level of traffic ‘at the port and) thewactivity ofthe 
appointee. For those appointees receiving commissions, the 
average annual commission paid was $2,923. Appreciation 
must be expressed to all appointees who provided sound port 
administration to the benefit of their community. 


Of the 576 sites identified within the program,

gross revenues. Port-specific revenues provide a good 
indicator of theslevel. of commercial activ reyaaeea POLU.

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FOREWORD 


I am pleased to submit this seventh Annual Report to Parliament for 
Public Harbours and Port Facilities. This report is presented pursuant to 
Section 26 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act (RSC 1985). 


The public port system, with its priority to support the safe and 
efficient movement of vessels and transfer of cargos, is also a significant tool 
for developing regional economic growth. Twenty per cent of the nation's 
marine cargo moves through public ports. Local ports are also critical to the 
life of many communities and as such they will continue to grow and develop 
as a reflection of the communities they serve. 


The responsibility for overall administration and operation of our public 
ports rests with the Canadian Coast Guard. The administration of public ports 
at the local level is provided by fee-of-office appointees. Harbour masters 
and wharfingers provide a valuable service and I would like to take this 
opportunity to express appreciation to all appointees and other dedicated port 
personnel who provide sound port administration for the benefit of the 
community. 


I trust that the information contained within this report will provide 
readers with a better appreciation of the public harbours and ports 
administered under the Act. 
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I 
PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Background 


...the Minister shall, within six months after the end of 
each fiscal year, prepare a report showing the financial 
operations of all public harbours and public port facilities 
for that fiscal year and shall lay a copy of the report 
before Parliament on any of the first fifteen days that 
either House of Parliament is sitting after he completes 
ath. 


Section 26 of the Public Harbours 
and Port Facilities Act (RSC 1985) 


This report, which has been prepared to meet the above-mentioned 
requirement, includes only the public harbours and port facilities 
administered under the Act. It excludes ports of the Canada Ports 
Corporation, Local Port Corporations and ports administered as Harbour 
Commissions. These ports fall under other Acts and have other reporting 
requirements. 


Program Overview 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns the Minister of 
Transport control and management of all harbours, wharves, piers and 
breakwaters that are the property of Canada and not the responsibility of 
another minister. Consequently, Transport Canada currently maintains, 
administers and develops 324 public port facilities and public harbours at 526 
sites across Canada, primarily to assist commercial transportation. 


"Commercial transportation," in this case, includes vessels that transport 
commodities, goods or passengers, and generally excludes fishing and 
recreational vessels administered by the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. 
Ferry services are also usually excluded. However, Transport Canada does 
administer some ports that support fishing, recreational or ferry activities-- 
at locations where it is economical for several types of users to share the 
same facilities. 


Port Operations 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional significance. In 
isolated areas, where few rail or road links exist and air transport may be 
prohibitively expensive, these ports provide the basic transportation link for 
the supply of essential goods and foodstuffs, and for passenger service. 


In other locales, ports may provide efficient transportation for bulk 
commodities with relatively low value per unit of cargo volume or weight, 
such as ore concentrates, pulpwood and grain. These ports not only 
support local industrial needs, they may be the only transportation 
alternative when overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port supports an isolated community or several large industries, 
Transport Canada's operational role is normally limited to enforcing 
regulations regarding facility use, monitoring port operations, and collecting 
user fees. Services such as cargo handling are supplied by the private 
sector. 


Since most public ports do not generate sufficient revenues to cover their 
capital, operating and administrative costs, they are funded largely by 
appropriations through Parliament. 


Program Objectives 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to, and 
share objectives with, Ports Canada and the Harbour Commissions. All work 
towards a port system that: 


e contributes to the achievement of Canada's international trade 
objectives as well as national, regional and local economic and social 
objectives; 

* is efficient; 

° provides ports users with accessible and equitable transportation 


services, and 


e is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air 
transportation systems. 


Program Administration 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard's Harbours and 
Ports Directorate, through five regional offices, and is coordinated by a 
headquarters unit in Ottawa. 


Local port administration varies according to the complexity of local 
operations. A small number of the most active sites are supervised by full- 
time public servants who serve as port or area managers. In most cases, 
Transport Canada is represented locally by fee-of-office appointees who are 
compensated on a commission basis from a percentage of the fees collected 
from port users. Known as Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, they are 
appointed by the Minister of Transport and are as active at ports as traffic 
demands. 


User Fees 


User fees are assessed under the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, 


according to trade practice. Typical charges include: 


Harbour dues 


a charge assessed against a vessel according to its size and previous 
destination. 


Berthage 


= a charge for occupying a berth at a port. The charge is based on 
the vessel's size and its length of stay. 


Wharfage 


= a charge for moving cargo over a public wharf. The fee is based on 
cargo type, with a rate per tonne or cubic metre. 


Storage 


= a charge for use of sheds or open space for assembling or distributing 
cargos. The charge depends on space occupied and duration of use. 


Letting 


= a rent, usually based on the market value of the property. 


Transport Canada publishes a tariff schedule for all charges except lettings. 
Tariff rates are approved by Governor-in-Council. 


If Transport Canada must undertake improvements for the benefit of a major 
user, the Department may supplement or replace these tariffs with negotiated 
surcharges designed to improve the overall rate of cost recovery on 
investment. The Department deposits all revenues, excluding commissions 
paid to Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, into the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund of Canada. 


II 
HARBOURS AND PORTS: PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


Tariffs 


During 1989-90, Transport Canada completed preparations for final approval 
by Order-in-Council of a proposal to increase user tariffs. This proposal, 
undertaken as part of the Department's continuing commitment to the 
Government's deficit-reduction program, was the subject of extensive user 
consultation and impact assessment in 1987-88 and 1988-89. The proposed 
increase is expected to take effect in July 1990. 


Property and Real Estate Issues 


The Department issued 1,068 letting documents across Canada during 1989. 
This activity alone now contributes over $2.2 million to Canada's Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. 


Harbours and Ports officials were very active during the year analyzing and 
coordinating, on behalf of the Canadian Coast Guard, numerous new 
initiatives from the Bureau of Real Property Management. The Bureau is 
revising its policies related to real property and the proposed Public Lands 
Act. 


A major highlight of the year took place on July 24, 1989, when the 
Government declared Argentia, Newfoundland, a Public Harbour. 


Regulatory and Legislative Initiatives 


In September 1986, the Federal Government introduced significant changes to 
the federal system for formulating and approving regulatory proposals. The 
intent was to provide for increased public input and scrutiny into the 
formulation of changed or new regulations. 


Five regulatory initiatives specific to public harbours and port facilities were 
identified in the Federal Regulatory Plan in 1988, followed by nine more in 
1989. The initiatives included: 


° The declaration of Argentia, Newfoundland as a Public Harbour; 
° An amendment to the Remission or Substitution of Rates regulations, 


which will allow the Minister of Transport to forgive container charges 
assessed against re-supply operations to remote communities; 


° Harbour Master and Wharfinger Remuneration regulations that will 
improve the structure and level of remuneration for these fee-of-office 
appointees; 

° Amendments to the Public Harbours regulations and Government 


Wharves regulations to increase tariffs; 


° Public Harbours and Port Facilities Designation regulations that will 
designate the public harbours and public port facilities where harbour 
masters and wharfingers may be appointed; 


° Amendments to the Government Wharves regulations and Public 
Harbours regulations. These were made pursuant to section 12(1) of 
the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, in order to modernize, 
improve and ensure their consistency with other marine legislation in 
areas such as safety and the transportation of dangerous goods. 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate also assisted the various Harbour 
Commissions that contributed to developing the 29 regulatory initiatives that 
were included in the 1989 Federal Regulatory Plan. 


Classification and Marketing 


Within the Canadian port system, the Public Harbours ports differ from the 
Ports Canada and Commission ports because they serve a diversity of 
geographic locations and users. 


Many of Canada's over 400 Public Ports satisfy the economic demands of 
Canada's national and international trade. However, a significant number 
meet the federal government's social obligations to regional and isolated 
communities where water transport may be the only available mode of 
transportation. 


To provide the most effective and appropriate management to these diverse 
facilities, the Harbours and Ports Directorate has developed a system of 
classification. This system differentiates between the facilities whose 
varying degrees of commercial activity lead to revenue generation, and those 
facilities that fulfil the federal government's obligation to serve communities 
or maintain ferry links between and within provinces. 


The Directorate has initiated a modest marketing program to promote the use 
of the commercial-class facilities. The Directorate will also shortly begin an 
in-depth investigation into these facilities' future potential for greater 
revenue generation. 


Simultaneously, the Directorate is developing responsive management 
techniques to ensure that the facilities responsible for providing 
transportation links to regional or isolated communities will be maintained in 
a safe and effective manner. 


Regional Achievements 


The Directorate's operational and commercial activities take place at the 
regional and local level. The following information provides a regional 
perspective of the Directorate's achievements for 1989-90. 


Newfoundland: 


This region enjoyed another good year of revenue generation, experiencing 
an 8.6% increase over 1989, for a total gross revenue of $1.5 million. 
Newfoundland Region administers 107 facilities at over 59 sites throughout 
the Island and Labrador. Four ports--Corner Brook, Goose Bay, 
Stephenville and Come By Chance--accounted for 60.5% of the total-revenue 
figure. 


Revenue from wharfage increased by 12.9% to $755,407 during 1989-90. Four 
commodities (petroleum products, general cargo, newsprint and containers) 
represent 76.4% of the total wharfage revenue for the Region. Petroleum 
products contributed $201,881, or 26.7%, of total wharfage; general cargo, 
Slightly higher at $201,912, also provided 26.7%. Newsprint totalled 
$108,204, or 14.3%, and containers earned $66,075, or 8.7%. 


Due to increased traffic at Come By Chance, harbour dues in the region are 
up 10.7% from 1988-89, totalling $256,350. However, berthage is down 9.9% 
at $235,361, while rental revenue increased by 25.4% to $214,758. This 
reflects increased activity in some of the Region's major ports, as well as 
efforts to promote port property and keep appraised values current to obtain 
maximum revenue. 


Laurentian: 


This Region had a productive year in 1989-90, handling more than 
1.6 million tonnes of goods. These included 568 thousand tonnes of forest 
products, 466 thousand tonnes of petroleum products, 222 thousand tonnes 
of ore concentrates, and 367 thousand tonnes of other commodities. 


Gros-Cacouna deserves a special mention. This port experienced a 
considerable increase in traffic, with more than 90 vessels unloading about 
500 thousand tonnes of goods. 


Essroc Canada Inc. (formerly Miron) completed construction of a new facility 
at Gros-Cacouna for unloading cement or crushing clinker. It is anticipated 
that this new activity will increase tonnage by 150 thousand tonnes per 
year. 


The Region spent $2.3 million completing 90 per cent of the wharf 
reconstruction at St-Augustin. The estimated total cost of this project was 
$7.4 million. 


Wharf reconstruction at Harrington Harbour was completed at a cost of $1.7 
million. 


Total capital expenditures for the year were $6.1 million. 

Operation and maintenance expenditures included $1.3 million for dredging at 
eight ports, $6.7 million for facility repairs, and $1.1 million for various 
studies, inspections and surveys. Operation and maintenance expenditures 


totalled $9.1 million. 


The Region collected revenues totaling $2.2 million. 


Maritimes : 


Fiscal 1989-90 was a very busy year in this Region, which saw the 
completion of many capital projects. 


Total capital expenditures for the year were $10.4 million. Repair and 
upkeep at public ports totalled $4.8 million. 


The Region collected revenues totaling $3.5 million, up from $3.3 million in 
1988-89. 


Principal commodities shipped through facilities in this region include coal, 
forest products, salt, petroleum products, fish, potatoes, coated paper, 
sand, gravel and general cargo. 


The Region completed its expansion of wharf facilities at Bayside (Sand 
Point), New Brunswick, at a total cost of $9.9 million. Related activities 
included the inauguration of a container operation from Bayside to Port 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, and the lease of a site for a cold storage facility at 
Bayside. 


To the end of 1989/90, the Region spent $8.5 million to complete expansion 
of existing facilities and to construct a new marginal wharf at Souris, Prince 
Edward Island. In addition, upgrading of facilities at the Souris Boat 
Harbour was completed at a total cost of $2.5 million. 


The Region also completed construction of wharf facilities at Cap-aux-Meules, 
Iles-de-la-Madeleine. The project totalled $3.9 million. 


Central Region: 


This Region provides for the management, maintenance and development of 50 


sites in Ontario and two in Manitoba. It also maintains close contact with 
five Harbour Commissions. 


The principal commodities handled here include salt, petroleum products, 
grain, sand, stone, gravel and coal. 


The total gross revenue realized for 1989-90 was $2.3 million. 


The Region's major capital program this year focussed on two projects. 
Repair and restoration of the Crawford Dock in Kingston, Ontario, was 


completed. Design requirements for the ferry facilities serving Pelee Island 


and the Mainland were tentatively finalized. This project will proceed as 
soon as the Province of Ontario orders its new ferry, and agreement is 
reached on divestiture of the system ports to the Province. 


Major dredging projects this year included Toronto's Keating Channel, at a 
cost of $330,000. 


A number of major wharf projects were completed during 1989-90, including: 


repairs to Structure 15 at Owen Sound; 

repairs to Toronto's South Pier; 

repairs to the Approach Pier at Leamington; 

repairs to damage caused by erosion at Snug Harbour, in Goderich. 


Western Region: 


This Region administers public harbours and port facilities at 146 sites 
across British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and the Northwest 
Territories. 


The scale of the Region's facilities ranges from the largest revenue- 
producing public harbour in Canada (Victoria Harbour, which earned local 
1989-90 revenues of $1.3 million), to isolated communities where the sole 
means of access is the Transport Canada wharf. 


The Western Region's total revenue in 1989-90 was $2.1 million. 


Victoria Harbour remains the busiest and most unique of Western Region's 
ports. Over one million passengers on four regularly scheduled marine 
carriers embarked or disembarked at Victoria Harbour in 1989-90. In 
addition, over 20,000 recreational vessel movements took place within 
Harbour limits, co-existing with approximately 60 daily helicopter and float 
plane movements. 
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Other important public harbours in the Region are Kitimat, Crofton, Powell 
River and Campbell River. 


The major commodity handled at the Region's public port facilities is 


petroleum products. Another major use of the facilities is the re-supply of 
goods and foodstuffs to isolated and semi-isolated communities.

COMMODITY AND TONNAGE INFORMATION# 


Commodities Handled At Public Ports 


Harbours and Port's public port facilities handled 10.6 million tonnes of 
cargo valued in excess of $3 billion in 1989, up 25.1% from 1988 
tonnage.

The Maritimes Region led in terms of international tonnage with 
1.6 million tonnes, or 39.7%, of the total 1989 international cargo. 
Central Region handled 1.3 million tonnes (33.6%) of international 
traffic, Laurentian handled 844 thousand tonnes (21.6%) and 
Newfoundland handled 220 thousand tonnes (5.5%). There were no 
international commodity movements in the Western Region. 


The corresponding total estimated values of the international cargo 
handled in each region were: Maritimes $637.1 million, Central 

$34.7 million, Laurentian $190.4 million, Newfoundland $55.7 million. 
The apparent wide discrepancy between the tonnage and the value of 
international cargo handled by Central Region is due to the fact that 
the 1.3 million tonnes handled by this region is almost exclusively 
comprised of relatively low unit-value salt exports.

Argentia, Newfoundland 


Located on the western side of 
Newfoundland's Avalon Peninsula, 
Argentia is approximately 130 
kilometres from St. John's. The 
port, which offers an_ ice-free, 
deep-water harbour, features two 
public wharves; one no longer used, 
the other a fleet dock. The fleet 
dock has 635 metres of docking face 
and is 18.8 metres wide, with depths 
alongside of 7.9 to 8.5 metres. The 
Port also offers a "Ro-Ro" ramp, 
three private wharves, two tanks 
and a pipeline. Argentia plays a 
major role in the export of fish and 
the import of salt. In 1989, the 
public wharf handled 76,158 tonnes

Baie-Comeau, Québec 


This port is located on the north 
shore of the St. Lawrence River, 
440 kilometres downstream from 
Québec City. A transhipment port 
for grain and an export port for 
newsprint and aluminium,  Baie- 
Comeau features almost 1,000 linear 
metres of private docking facilities. 
These include a grain terminal with 
elevator capacity for approximately 
364,000 tonnes of wheat. The port 
also features a public wharf with 585 
linear metres of docking face with 
depths of 7.0 to 9.0 metres. The 
public wharf handled 109,810 tonnes 
of cargo in 1989, a 37.8% increase

Bayside, New Brunswick 


This port is located on the St. 
Croix River, which empties into the 
Passamaquody Bay on its way to the 
Bay “of MiFundy: Situated 12 
kilometres northwest of St. Andrews, 
Bayside is an active terminal for the 
import and export of fish, pulpwood, 
lumber, potatoes and fuel.

STATEMENT OF REMISSIONS FOR 1989-90 


Section 14 (1) of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act states that 
"Subject to any regulation made by the Governor in Council, the Minister may 
remit any rate, toll, fee or other charge or any interest thereon and may enter 
into contracts agreeing to the payment of rates, tolls, fees or other charges 
in place of those imposed or prescribed by the Governor in Council."

VI 
PUBLIC HARBOUR ADVISORY COUNCILS 


The Minister of Transport may establish Public Harbour Advisory Councils for 
such public harbours as the Minister may designate, in accordance with Section 
5 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act. 


Public Harbour Advisory Councils play an important role in the overall 
mechanism that contributes to the development and implementation of national, 
regional and local ports policy and operation. These councils provide an 
organizational structure whereby the planning and operation of local ports can 
be discussed, and ensuing recommendations made to the Minister.

Gross revenues in 1989-90 for the program were $11,563,566, which 
represent 35.8% of non-capital expenditures and 17.2% of total 
expenditures. Under the terms of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities 
Act, wharfingers and harbour masters receive a set commission rate on 
tariff revenues collected from their respective ports. The remaining 
funds are paid into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1989-90, 173 harbour masters and wharfingers represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees ranged 
from nil to $57,324, depending upon the level of traffic at the port and 
the activity of the appointee. For those appointees receiving 
commissions, the average annual commission paid was $3,625. 
Appreciation must be expressed to all appointees who provided sound port 
administration to the benefit of their community. 


Of the 526 sites identified within the program, 30 major commercial ports 
accounted for revenues of $8,024,520 or 69.4% of the gross revenues. 
Port-specific revenues provide a good indicator of the level of commercial 
activity at a port. They understate the level of total port activity, 
however, as many ports have larger volumes of smaller craft (e.g. 
fishing vessels) that use facilities but pay minimal fees.

Accounting Conventions 


In 1989-90, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures at 
approximately one half of its 526 sites. In some cases these sites consist 
of only a proclaimed harbour without shore facilities, or simply a land 
interest. 


All 1989-90 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis consistent 
with the "Public Accounts" presentation. Specifically excluded are 
depreciation expenses, accommodation provided by Public Works Canada, 
common services provided by Supply and Services Canada and grants- 
in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works Canada.

The responsibility for overall administration and operation of our public ports rests 
with the Canadian Coast Guard. The administration of public ports at the local level is 
provided by fee-of-office appointees. Harbour masters and wharfingers provide a 
valuable service and I would like to take this opportunity to express appreciation to all 
appointees and other dedicated port personnel who provide sound port administration for 
the benefit of the community. 


I trust that the information contained within this report will provide readers with a 
better appreciation of the public harbours and ports administered under the Act.

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PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Background 


…the Minister shall, within six months after the end of each fiscal year, prepare a 
report showing the financial operations of all public harbours and public port facilities 
for that fiscal year and shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the 
first fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after he completes it. 


Section 26 of the Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act (RSC 1985) 


This report, which has been prepared to meet the above-mentioned requirement, includes 
only the public harbours and port facilities administered under the Act. It excludes ports 
of the Canada Ports Corporation, Local Port Corporations and ports administered as 
Harbour Commissions. These ports fall under other Acts and have other reporting 
requirements. 


Program Overview 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns the Minister of Transport control and 
management of all harbours, wharves, piers and breakwaters that are the property of 
Canada and not the responsibility of another minister. Consequently, Transport Canada 
currently maintains, administers and develops public port facilities and public harbours at 
526 sites across Canada, primarily to assist commercial transportation. 


"Commercial transportation," in this case, includes vessels that transport commodities, 
goods or passengers, and generally excludes fishing and recreational vessels administered 
by the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services are also usually excluded. 
However, Transport Canada does administer some ports that support fishing, recreational 
or ferry activities--at locations where it is economical for several types of users to share 
the same facilities. 


Port Operations 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional significance. In isolated areas, 
where few rail or road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive, these 


ports provide the basic transportation link for the supply of essential goods and foodstuffs, 
and for passenger service. 


In other locales, ports may provide efficient transportation for bulk commodities with 
relatively low value per unit of cargo volume or weight, such as ore concentrates, 
pulpwood and grain. These ports not only support local industrial needs; they may be the 
only transportation alternative when overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port supports an isolated community or several large industries, Transport 
Canada’s operational role is normally limited to enforcing regulations regarding facility 
use, monitoring port operations, and collecting user fees. Services such as cargo handling 
are supplied by the private sector. 


Since most public ports do not generate sufficient revenues to cover their capital, 
operating and administrative costs, they are funded largely by appropriations through 
Parliament. 


Program Objectives 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to, and share objectives 
with, Ports Canada and the Harbour Commissions. All work towards a port system that: 


© contributes to the achievement of Canada’s international trade objectives as well as 
national, regional and local economic and social objectives; 


a is efficient; 

e provides ports users with accessible and equitable transportation services, and 

e is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air transportation 
systems. 


Program Administration 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard’s Harbours and Ports 
Directorate, through five regional offices, and is coordinated by a headquarters unit in 
Ottawa. 


Local port administration varies according to the complexity of local operations. A small 
number of the most active sites are supervised by full-time public servants who serve as 
port or area managers. In most cases, Transport Canada is represented locally by fee-of- 
office appointees who are compensated on a commission basis from a percentage of the 
fees collected from port users. These individuals are known as Harbour Masters and 
Wharfingers, and are appointed by the Minister of Transport and are as active at ports as 
traffic demands. 


User Fees 


User fees are assessed under the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, according to 
trade practice. Typical charges include: 


Harbour dues 
- a charge assessed against a vessel according to its size and previous destination. 


Berthage 


- a charge for occupying a berth at a port. The charge is based on the vessel’s size 
and its length of stay. 


Wharfage 


- a charge for moving cargo over a public wharf. The fee is based on cargo type, 
with a rate per tonne or cubic metre. 


Storage 


- a charge for use of sheds or open space for assembling or distributing cargos. The 
charge depends on space occupied and duration of use. 


Letting 


- a rent, usually based on the market value of the property. 


Transport Canada publishes a tariff schedule for all charges except lettings. Tariff rates 
are approved by Governor-in-Council. 


If Transport Canada must undertake improvements for the benefit of a major user, the 
Department may supplement or replace these tariffs with negotiated surcharges designed 
to improve the overall rate of cost recovery on investment. The Department deposits all 
revenues, excluding commissions paid to Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, into the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 
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HARBOURS AND PORTS: PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


Tariffs 


During 1989-90, Transport Canada completed preparations for final approval by Order-in- 
Council of a proposal to increase user tariffs. This proposal, undertaken as part of the 
Department’s continuing commitment to the Government’s deficit-reduction program, was 
the subject of extensive user consultation and impact assessment in 1987-88 and 1988-89. 
The proposed increase took effect July 1, 1990. 


Property and Real Estate Issues 


The Real Property Section issued 280 letting documents Canada-wide. The letting activity 
overall resulted in a contribution of $2.5 million to the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate worked to implement the Framework for Real 
Property Management as it appears in the new Real Property Management Manual 
published by the Treasury Board Bureau of Real Property Management. Harbours and 
Ports officials, representing the Canadian Coast Guard, also continued to work actively 
with the Bureau of Property Management on the ongoing development of further policies 
for the management of federal real property, as well as the proposed Public Lands Act. 
This Bill should be tabled in Parliament during 1991. 


Internal policies and procedures were developed and revised to reflect new government 
initiatives on such matters as revenue and the environment. 


Regulatory and Legislative Initiatives 


A total of five regulatory initiatives specific to public harbours and port facilities were 
identified in the Federal Regulatory Plan of 1990 and 1991. Three of these initiatives 
have been completed since the last Annual Report: 


- certain tariffs payable under the Public Harbours Regulations (PHR) and the 
Government Wharves Regulations (GWR) were increased in response to the rising cost 
of maintenance and operations. These tariff rates had not been increased since 1986; 


- the Harbour Master and Wharfinger Remuneration Regulations were amended so that 
the structure and level of remuneration for these fee-of-office appointees was 
improved; and 


- minor amendments to the PHR and the GWR were approved in response to questions 
raised by the Standing Joint Committee for the Scrutiny of Regulations.

Other major initiatives which were developed to improve the administration and 
operations at public harbours and port facilities across Canada include: 


- modifying the PHR and the GWR to specifically designate the public harbours and port 
facilities where harbour masters and wharfingers may be appointed; 


- amending the PHR and the GWR to ensure that these regulations are consistent with 
other marine legislation, such as for the transportation of dangerous goods; and 


- reducing the tariff rates under the PHR and the GWR by approximately 
1.3 percent (%) in response to the elimination of the former Federal Sales Tax. 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate continued to assist the nine Harbour Commissions in 
developing and processing eighteen of their own regulatory initiatives that were included 
in the Federal Regulatory Plan 1990. 


Classification and Marketing 


Within the Canadian port system, the Public Harbours ports differ from the Ports Canada 
and Commission ports because they serve a diversity of geographic locations and users. 


Many of Canada’s over 400 Public Ports satisfy the economic demands of Canada’s 
national and international trade. However, a significant number meet the federal 
government’s social obligations to regional and isolated communities where water 
transport may be the only available mode of transportation. 


To provide the most effective and appropriate management to these diverse facilities, the 
Harbours and Ports Directorate has developed a system of classification. This system 
differentiates between the facilities whose varying degrees of commercial activity lead to 
revenue generation, and those facilities that fulfil the federal government’s obligation to 
serve communities or maintain ferry links between and within provinces. 


The Directorate has initiated a modest marketing program to promote the use of the 
commercial-class facilities. The Directorate will also shortly begin an in-depth 
investigation into these facilities’ future potential for greater revenue generation. 


Simultaneously, the Directorate is developing responsive management techniques to 
ensure that the facilities responsible for providing transportation links to regional or 
isolated communities will be maintained in a safe and effective manner. 

Regional Achievements 

The Directorate’s operational and commercial activities take place at the regional and 


local level. The following information provides a regional perspective of the Directorate’s 
achievements for 1990-91. 
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Newfoundland: 


The Newfoundland Region had a record year of revenue generating with a Total Gross of 
$2.2 million representing an increase of 32.8% over the previous year. The increase was 
mainly due to three factors: cost recovery of $437,000 from a major port user, a 
substantial increase in traffic in Corner Brook, and the increase in tariffs. 


The Capital Program consisted of 15 projects totalling $6,958,000. All three phases of 
Container Terminal Project at Corner Brook and the Wharf Reconstruction Project at 
Grand Bruit were completed while the Fleet Dock Reconstruction at Argentia and the 
Wharf Reconstruction Project in Charlottetown were substantially completed. Wharf 
Reconstruction at Rigolet was started and is 45% complete. 


A vigorous 1990/91 O&M Program was also undertaken with 96 projects being carried 
out at a total cost of $3,838,000. Public Works Canada carried out 62 of the major 
projects on the Coast Guard’s behalf while 34 of the minor projects were carried out "in 
house". | 


Maritimes: 


Even with strikes experienced by two of our major clients, the revenue generated during 
the past year has remained consistent with previous years. This has been suprising, given 
the general economic slowdown experienced by the industry due to the recession. 


Total Revenue realized for 1990/91 is $3.5 million. 


Significant port activity has developed at Bayside, N.B., including a $6.0 million 
investment in a cold storage facility at the port. 


The New Brunswick Public Ports Master Plan Study was substantially completed. It will 
be available for public release shortly. It describes the capital development required to 
meet the forecasted demand for services at our New Brunswick public ports. 


The three major capital projects at Souris, P.E.]. were completed. The projects rebuilt, 
improved and added facilities to this harbour, which extensively serves the fishing 
industry. Approximately $11.0M of work was completed. 


Laurentian: 


The Region had a very good year in 1990-91. The investment program totalled 
$28.3 million. These funds were used to carry out the following activities: 


- Dock reconstruction was completed in St-Ignace-de-Loyola, Harrington Harbour and 
St-Augustin. Together, these three (3) major projects represent a total estimated cost 
of $12.8 million. 

- Four (4) major projects were implemented: 

° redevelopment of the port of Baie-Comeau 

dock reconstruction in Paspébiac 

° dock reconstruction in Les Méchins 

dock reconstruction in Tadoussac. 

Funds were used for the final design of the port of Gros-Cacouna, for Trois-Pistoles/ 

Les Escoumins and to complete the design of the dock reconstruction project in 

Téte-a-la-Baleine. 

An O&M budget of $7.3 million was administered. These funds were used for dredging 

nine (9) ports at a cost of $1.4 million, for various repairs to our facilities ($4.9 million), 

and for several studies, inspections and surveys ($1.0 million). 

Ports in the region handled more than 2.4 million metric tonnes of traffic in 1990-91, 

including 775,000 tonnes of forest products, 1,049,000 tonnes of petroleum products, 

313,000 tonnes of concentrates of ores, and 292,000 tonnes or other traffic. 

To meet the new requirements resulting from the Environmental Assessment Act and the 

"Green Plan", work methods related to the various Harbours and Ports activities were 

adjusted to ensure the introduction of greater consultation with port officials and to better 

identify possible environmental impacts. 

Significant efforts were made in 1990-91 to start up a program designed to maximize 


revenue from the use of ports. Total revenue realized by the region is $2.2 million. 


Central Region: 
Central Region provides for the management, maintenance and development of 55 port 
facilities in Ontario and 2 in Manitoba. Close contact is also maintained with 5 harbour 


commissions where we are involved in facilities maintenance and dredging programs. 


Total Revenue realized for 1990/91 is $2.5 million. 
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Principal commodities handled at this region’s facilities included salt, oil, petroleum 
products, grain, sand, stone, gravel, coal and fertilizer. 


The Port Stanley Development Study was completed within its budget of $69K. This 
study investigated the feasibility of dredging the harbour to Seaway depth. 


Maintenance dredging at Sault Ste. Marie included boulder removal which was completed 
within the $221K budget. 


The Port Maintenance Funds were utilized for two major dredging projects. Toronto 
Keating Channel, which was completed at a cost of $320K and the Port Stanley 
Maintenance Dredging project which will be completed in 1991/92 at a cost of $420K. 


A number of major wharf repair projects were completed, including: 


1. Sarnia* - Timber Facewall Repairs $1,059,000 
2. Owen Sound - Wharf Repairs (Structure 16) 987,000 
3. Owen Sound - Removal of Structures 4, 5 and 6 277,000 
4. North Bay - Wharf Repairs 226,000 
5. Leamington - Sealing Approach Pier 223,000 


TOTAL $2,812,000 


The total maintenance program implemented in 1990/91 was $5,228,000. 


* Project will be completed in 1991/92. 


Western Region: 


Western Region administers 23 public harbours and 142 port facilities in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, British Columbia and the Northwest Territories, with the largest 
concentration in British Columbia. Management of the harbours and ports facilities is 
through direct supervision, fee-of-office appointees and management service agreement. 


In 1990/91, revenues totaled $2,373,856 of which approximately 60% was generated by 
the Port of Victoria. Harbour Dues for the Region accounted for $473,311, leases, 
permits and other property related charges accounted for $1,154,858 and port related 
charges accounted for the remaining $745,687. 


The Repairs to Wharves Program consisted of over 50 projects and total expenditures 
amounted to $3,618,000. Projects undertaken included wharf repairs to Fort Providence 
in the Northwest Territories and Powell River Tanker Wharf approach repairs and 
West Isle Forest Products site environmental cleanup in British Columbia. 


= Étitee 


The Regional Port Masterplan was finally completed and released to the public. The 
Consultants provided a comprehensive view of the public port system and made 
recommendations on the future management strategies of addressing issues relating to the 
management, maintenance and evolution of the system. The Department initiated a 
review process which will examine the Consultants recommendations and develop a 
management strategy for meeting the demands of the system and its users. 


Two Minor Capital Projects were undertaken within the Port of Victoria consisting of the 
construction of an office building in the Inner Harbour for use by the Harbour Master 
and wharf management personnel and the construction of a boat grid at the facility with 
the highest usage within the port. Locating an operational building within the 

Inner Harbour will facilitate the management of the harbour, while, the construction of a 
boat grid addresses a long-standing problem of providing a site for small boat repairs 
within the harbour.

Argentia, Newfoundland 


Located on the western side of Newfoundland’s 
Avalon Peninsula, Argentia is approximately 
130 kilometres from St. John’s. The port, which 
offers an ice-free, deep-water harbour, features 
two public wharves; one no longer used, the 
other a fleet dock. The fleet dock has 
635 metres of docking face and is 18.8 metres 
wide, with depths alongside of 7.9 to 8.5 metres. 
The Port also offers a "Ro-Ro" ramp, three 
private wharves, two tanks and a pipeline. 
Argentia plays a major role in the export of fish 
and the import of salt. 


Baie-Comeau, Québec 


This port is located on the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, 440 kilometres downstream 
from Québec City. A transhipment port for 
grain and an export port for newsprint and 
aluminium, Baie-Comeau features almost 
1,000 linear metres of private docking facilities. 
These include a grain terminal with elevator 
capacity for approximately 364,000 tonnes of 
wheat. The port also features a public wharf 
with 585 linear metres of docking face with 
depths of 7.0 to 9.0 metres.

Bayside, New Brunswick 


This port is located on the St. Croix River, 
which empties into the Passamaquody Bay on 
its way to the Bay of Fundy. Situated 
12 kilometres northwest ofSt. Andrews, Bayside 
is an active terminal for the import and export 
of fish, pulpwood, lumber, potatoes and fuel. 
The port features one "L-shaped public wharf 
that has berth lengths of 91.4 and 79.2 metres, 
and a water depth of 8.5 metres. Bayside is 
ice-free and open to year-round navigation. 


Botwood, Newfoundland 


Located on the northeast coast of 
Newfoundland, this port is 37 kilometres from 
the town of Grand Falls. The port supports the 
pulp and paper mill as well as the area’s 
petroleum needs. It features two private 
terminals handling newsprint and petroleum, 
and two public wharves. One public wharf, an 
oil dock, is a 52-metre by 10-metre finger pie. 
The other, a transit wharf, is an 83-metre-long 
marginal wharf with a 1,281-square-metre 
transit shed. The port is navigable year-round, 
requiring icebreaker assistance from January to 
April.

Cap-aux-Meules, Québec 


This port plays an important role in the 
resupply of the Iles-de-la-Madeleine. The port 
is well protected by a public breakwater and has 
extensive facilities for fishing vessels and small 
craft. The transportation infrastructure includes 
two public berths. One is 172 metres long, the 
Oh O0 AretreMons mending. in fa 
28.8-metre-wide "Ro-Ro" ramp. 
Cap-aux-Meules is navigable from May to 
December. 


Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island 


Charlottetown is the principal port on 
Prince Edward Island, and the site of the 
provincial capital. The port features one public 
marine terminal with over 400 linear metres of 
dock face, and over 2,300 square metres of 
warehousing; two private tanker terminals; and 
a Canadian Coast Guard base.

Chatham, New Brunswick 


Situated on the south shore of the Miramichi 
River, Chatham is 45 kilometres inland from 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and 8 kilometres east 
of Newcastle. The port features two public 
wharves; Chatham East is used for loading 
wood pulp while Chatham West is limited to 
fishing traffic. The port also features three 
private wharves and some private tank farms. 
Chatham harbour is open year-round, with 
occasional icebreaker assistance. 


Corner Brook, Newfoundland 


This port, located on the west coast of 
Newfoundland, supports the City of 
Corner Brook’s role as a distribution centre for 
cargo bound for western and central 
Newfoundland. It is also of great importance to 
the local paper mill, cement plant and fishing 
industry. Corner Brook is a large, 
well-sheltered deep-water port that features 
three oil terminals, a 503-metre-long mill wharf, 
a bulk cement terminal, a 361-metre-long public 
wharf upgraded to handle container traffic, and 
a 2,436-square-metre public warehouse. The 
port is navigable year-round, with occasional 
icebreaker assistance.

Cornwall, Ontario 


Located on the north shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, Cornwall is 120 kilometres upstream 
from Montreal. Its primary role is to support 
the bulk product needs of the local synthetic 
fibre plants and paper mill. The port, however, 
has the potential to become the marine supply 
route for industries in northeastern New York 
and Ontario. The port features one public 
wharf, 175 metres long with depths of 
8.2 metres, and private tank farms with 
extensive storage for liquid products. 


Dalhousie, New Brunswick 


This port, located in the Bay of Chaleur, is a 
bulk port with exports of newsprint and ore 
concentrates, and imports of petroleum and 
coal. The port features two public wharves with 
375 linear metres of dockage, a "Ro-Ro" ramp, 
8,330 square metres of warehousing, and a ferry 
terminal.

Goderich, Ontario 


This port on the eastern shore of Lake Huron, 
at the mouth of the Maitland River, is a major 
export point for salt and a distribution centre 
for grain. The port features approximately 
6,300 linear metres of berthage at one private, 
and five public, wharves. The maintained 
channel and harbour depths range from 6.4 to 
7.3 metres. Private grain elevators with a 
capacity of 129,000 tonnes of wheat are 
available under contract. 


Gros-Cacouna, Québec 


Located on the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, Gros-Cacouna is about 190 kilometres 
downstream from Québec City. It is a major 
shipping centre for the overseas export of 
locally-produced lumber and newsprint. The 
port is an artificial harbour enclosed by two 
breakwaters. It features a 240-metre-long 
public wharf, and a 2,800-square-metre 
warehouse. It is navigable year-round, with 
occasional icebreaker assistance. All of 
Gros-Cacouna’s port traffic is accommodated at 
the public wharf.

Kingsville, Ontario 


This port is located on the north side of 
Lake Erie, approximately 48 kilometres 
southeast of Windsor. The port is used to move 
aggregates and is one of two ports connecting 
Pelee Island with the mainland. Kingsville 
features seven small finger piers for fishing 
vessels, a 389.6-metre public wharf, and a 
272-metre ferry wharf. The port is navigable 
from April to December.

Matane, Québec 


The port of Matane is 400 kilometres 
downstream from Québec City, on the South 
shore of the St. Lawrence River. Its primary 
role is to ship local pulpwood to domestic 
markets in Limoilou and La Baie. The harbour 
at Matane is formed by two breakwaters. Port 
facilities include a provincial ferry wharf; a rail 
ferry wharf linking Matane with Godbout and 
Baie-Comeau; a marginal public wharf

Mulgrave, Nova Scotia 


This port is located 280 kilometres northeast of 
Halifax. Once Morte =: ports: = in) the 
Strait of Canso, it features the deepest ice-free 
harbour in North America, with protected 
anchorage for vessels up to 500,000 dead weight 
tonnage. Mulgrave is a transhipment port for 
salt from Pugwash and les Iles-de-la-Madeleine, 
and for the shipment of aggregates, ores, fish 
and pulpwood. The port has five wharves: two 
fishing wharves, a private wharf used to ship 
aggregates, a small tanker terminal and a public 
wharf. The public wharf is 435 metres long 
with depths alongside of 11 metres.

Newcastle, New Brunswick 


This port is on the north bank of the Miramichi 
River, 53 kilometres inland from the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence. It is a major export point for 
forest products to overseas markets. The port 
features five marine terminals, including a 
313-metre public wharf, two tanker terminals 
and two wharves for forest products. The 
Miramichi River is navigable year-round, with 
occasional icebreaker assistance.

Port Stanley, Ontario 


Located on Lake Erie’s north shore, at the 
mouth of Kettle Creek, this port features 
1,345 metres of dockage administered by 
Harbours and Ports. The port is a shipping 
terminal for locally produced grains and 
cement, and a receiving terminal for coal, 
fertilizer and petroleum products, including 
asphalt. It also supports an active commercial 
fishing industry. The port features a grain 
elevator and silos that can store 17,000 tonnes 
of wheat. It also has an 836-square-metre 
public warehouse; tank storage facilities for 
fuels, asphalt and liquid fertilizer and open 
storage for coal and potash.

Rimouski, Québec 


This port on the south shore of the 
St. Lawrence River is about 315 kilometres 
downstream from Québec City. It is a regional 
distribution point for petroleum, salt and 
general cargo. The port features 640 metres of 
public wharf and a public warehouse. The port 
is navigable year-round, with occasional 
icebreaker assistance. All of Rimouski’s port 
traffic is handled at the public wharf. 


Sarnia, Ontario 


The public harbour of Sarnia is on the east 
shore of the St. Clair River, near its junction 
with Lake Huron. The port supports Sarnia’s 
role as Canada’s major centre of oil refining 
and petrochemical manufacturing. Much of the 
secondary industry in the area is oriented 
towards serving the needs of the major oil 
refineries and petrochemical plants.

Stephenville, Newfoundland 


The port of Stephenville is located on the north 
side of St. George’s Bay, on Newfoundland’s 
west coast.

Sydney, Nova Scotia 


This port is located on Cape Breton Island in 
northeastern Nova Scotia, roughly 
435 kilometres from Halifax. The port plays an 
essential role in supporting industrial 
Cape Breton. It features several private 
terminals with over 1,180 linear metres of 
docking, in depths of 9.1 metres. Its public 
facility features a 305-metre docking face and a 
1,860-square-metre public warehouse. The port 
is navigable year-round. 


Victoria, British Columbia 


The port of Victoria, British Columbia, is 
located at the southeastern tip of Vancouver 
Island, 67 kilometres southwest of Vancouver.

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STATEMENT OF REMISSIONS FOR 1990-91 


Section 14 (1) of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act states that "Subject to any 
regulation made by the Governor in Council, the Minister may remit any rate, toll, fee or 
other charge or any interest thereon and may enter into contracts agreeing to the payment 
of rates, tolls, fees or other charges in place of those imposed or prescribed by the Governor 
in Council." Subsection (3) states that "a statement of each remission of one thousand dollars 
or more granted under subsection (1) shall be included in the annual report of the Minister 
to Parliament." 


One remission was approved under Section 14 for 1990/91. In March 1991, a 
remission of $75,495.00 was granted by the Minister of Transport to Marine Atlantic Inc. for 
container charges it had paid between 1986 and 1988 at the communities of Goose Bay and 
Cartwright, Labrador. This remission was permitted in accordance with the Remission or 
Substitution of Rates Regulations, which were amended in 1989 to allow the Minister of 
Transport to remit port facility charges assessed against resupply operations to remote 
communities. 
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PUBLIC HARBOUR ADVISORY COUNCILS 


The Minister of Transport may establish Public Harbour Advisory Councils for such public 
harbours as the Minister may designate, in accordance with Section 5 of the Public Harbours 
and Port Facilities Act. 


Public Harbour Advisory Councils play an important role in the overall mechanism that 
contributes to the development and implementation of national, regional and local ports 
policy and operation. These councils provide an organizational structure whereby the 
planning and operation of local ports can be discussed, and ensuing recommendations made 
to the Minister.

Gross revenues in 1990-91 for the program were $12,921,658, which represent 40% 
of non-capital expenditures and 18.2% of total expenditures. Under the terms of the 
Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, wharfingers and harbour masters receive a set 
commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their respective ports. The 
remaining funds are paid into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1990-91, approximately 240 harbour masters and wharfingers represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees ranged from $100 
to $52,431, depending upon the level of traffic at the port and the activity of the 
appointee. For those appointees receiving commissions, the average annual 
commission paid was $3,800. Appreciation must be expressed to all appointees who 
provided sound port administration to the benefit of their community. 


Of the 526 sites identified within the program, 30 major commercial ports accounted 
for revenues of $8,890,888 or 68.8% of the gross revenues. Port-specific revenues 
provide a good indicator of the level of commercial activity at a port. They — 
understate the level of total port activity, however, as many ports have larger volumes 
of smaller craft (e.g. fishing vessels) that use facilities but pay minimal fees.

Accounting Conventions 


In 1990-91, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures at 
approximately one half of its 526 sites. In some cases these sites consist of only a 
proclaimed harbour without shore facilities, or simply a land interest. 


All 1990-91 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis consistent with the 
"Public Accounts" presentation. Specifically excluded are depreciation expenses, 
accommodation provided by Public Works Canada, common services provided by 
Supply and Services Canada and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works Canada.

Each port was then allocated a portion of 
headquarters and regional office administrative costs as follows: 


- Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly among the sites in 
the five regions. 


- Within each region all administrative and indirect expenses, down to the area- 


manager level, were considered regional overhead and split evenly among the sites 
in each region.

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FOREWORD 


I am pleased to submit this ninth Annual Report to Parliament for Public 
Harbours and Port Facilities. This report is presented pursuant to Section 26 of the 
Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act (RSC 1985). 


The public port system, with its priority to support the safe and efficient movement 
of vessels and transfer of cargos, is also a significant tool for developing regional 
economic growth. Twenty per cent of the nation’s marine cargo moves through public 
ports. Local ports are also critical to the life of many communities and, as such, they will 
continue to grow and develop as a reflection of the communities they serve. 


The responsibility for overall administration and operation of our public ports rests 
with the Canadian Coast Guard. The administration of public ports at the local level is 
provided by fee-of-office appointees. Harbour masters and wharfingers provide a 
valuable service and I would like to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to all 
appointees and other dedicated port personnel who provide sound port administration for 
the benefit of the community. 


I trust that the information contained within this report will provide readers with a 
better appreciation of the public harbours and ports administered under the Act.

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PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Background 


…the Minister shall, within six months after the end of each fiscal year, prepare a 
report showing the financial operations of all public harbours and public port facilities 
for that fiscal year and shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the 
first fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after he completes it. 


Section 26 of the Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act (RSC 1985) 


This report, which has been prepared to meet the above-mentioned requirement, includes 
only the public harbours and port facilities administered under the Act. It excludes ports 
of the Canada Ports Corporation, Local Port Corporations and ports administered as 
Harbour Commissions. These ports fall under other Acts and have other reporting 
requirements. 


Program Overview 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns the Minister of Transport control and 
management of all harbours, wharves, piers and breakwaters that are the property of 
Canada and not the responsibility of another minister. Consequently, Transport Canada 
currently maintains, administers and develops public port facilities and public harbours at 
526 sites across Canada, primarily to assist commercial transportation. 


"Commercial transportation," in this case, includes vessels that transport commodities, 
goods or passengers, and generally excludes fishing and recreational vessels administered 
by the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services are also usually excluded. 
However, Transport Canada does administer some ports that support fishing, recreational 
or ferry activities at locations where it is economical for several types of users to share 
the same facilities. 


Port Operations 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional significance. In isolated areas, 
where few rail or road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive, these 
ports provide the basic transportation link for the supply of essential goods and foodstuffs, 
and for passenger service. 


In other localities, ports may provide efficient transportation for bulk commodities with 
relatively low value per unit of cargo volume or weight, such as ore concentrates, 
pulpwood and grain. These ports not only support local industrial needs; they may be the 
only transportation alternative when overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port supports an isolated community or several large industries, Transport 
Canada’s operational role is normally limited to enforcing regulations regarding facility 
use, monitoring port operations, and collecting user fees. Services such as cargo handling 
are supplied by the private sector. 


Since most public ports do not generate sufficient revenues to cover their capital, 
operating and administrative costs, they are funded largely by appropriations through 
Parliament. 


Program Objectives 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to, and share objectives 
with, Ports Canada and the Harbour Commissions. All work towards a port system that: 


@ contributes to the achievement of Canada’s international trade objectives as well as 
national, regional and local economic and social objectives; 


© is efficient; 

© provides ports users with accessible and equitable transportation services; and 

@ is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air transportation 
systems. 


Program Administration 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard’s Harbours and Ports 
Directorate, through five regional offices, and is coordinated by a headquarters unit in 
Ottawa. 


Local port administration varies according to the complexity of local operations. A small 
number of the most active sites are supervised by full-time public servants who serve as 
port or area managers. In most cases, Transport Canada is represented locally by fee-of- 
office appointees who are compensated on a commission basis from a percentage of the 
fees collected from port users. These individuals are known as Harbour Masters and 
Wharfingers, and are appointed by the Minister of Transport and are as active at ports as 
traffic demands. 


User Fees 


User fees are assessed under the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, according to 
trade practice. Typical charges include: 


Harbour dues 
- a charge assessed against a vessel according to its size and previous destination. 


Berthage 


- a charge for occupying a berth at a port. The charge is based on the vessel’s size 
and its length of stay. 


Wharfage 


- a charge for moving cargo over a public wharf. The fee is based on cargo type, 
with a rate per tonne or cubic metre. 


Storage 


- a charge for use of sheds or open space for assembling or distributing cargos. The 
charge depends on space occupied and duration of use. 


Letting 


- a rent, usually based on the market value of the property. 


Transport Canada publishes a tariff schedule for all charges except lettings. Tariff rates 
are approved by Governor-in-Council. 


If Transport Canada must undertake improvements for the benefit of a major user, the 
Department may supplement or replace these tariffs with negotiated contracts designed to 
improve the overall rate of cost recovery on investment. The Department deposits all 
revenues, excluding commissions paid to Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, into the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 
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HARBOURS AND PORTS: PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


Property and Real Estate Issues 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate continued to work towards the implementation of 
the Framework for Real Property management as it appears in the new Real Property 
Management Manual published by the Treasury Board Bureau of Real Property 
Management by updating existing real property policy circulars, developing a new 
Environmental Assessment of Occupancies policy as well as a new policy relative to the 
Charging of Interest on Overdue Accounts, and updating a 1967 Schedule of Charges to 
reflect current rates to be charged for activities not covered by specific policy circulars. 


Harbours and Ports officials, representing the Canadian Coast Guard, continued to work 
actively with the Bureau of Real Property Management on the ongoing development of 
further policies for the management of federal real property as well as with the 
finalization of the new Federal Real Property Act and subsequent Regulations. The 
proposed legislation is expected to be proclaimed during the latter part of 1992. 


During the period of January to December 1991 the Harbours and Ports Directorate 
processed a total of 279 letting documents, affecting federal property with a letting 
revenue of $1,454,541. These 279 documents are broken down as follows: 


Public Harbours and Ports - 187 - revenue $616,681 


Harbour Commissions - 92 - revenue $837,860 


Regulatory and Legislative Initiatives 


A total of five regulatory initiatives specific to public harbours and port facilities were 
identified in the Federal Regulatory Plans of 1991 and 1992. Two of these initiatives 
have been completed since the last Annual Report: 


- certain tariffs payable under the Public Harbours Regulations (PHR) and the 
Government Wharves Regulations (GWR) were lowered by approximately 1.3 
percent in order to comply with the abolition of the previous Federal Sales Tax, 
formerly included in the operating costs of the Public Port System. These 
amendments were published in Part II of the Canada Gazette on 
September 19, 1991. 


- minor amendments to the PHR and GWR were approved in Part II of the Canada 
. Gazette on March 21, 1991. They reflect changes as requested by the Standing 
Joint Committee for the Scrutiny of Regulations to eliminate inconsistencies and 
duplication between the aforementioned regulations and regulations made pursuant 
to other statutes. 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate continued to assist the nine Harbour Commissions in 
developing and processing eighteen of their own regulatory initiatives that were included 
in the Federal Regulatory Plan 1990. 


Environmental Issues 


Environmental issues continue to receive a high priority within Harbours and Ports. 
Among those items addressed over the past year are the following: 


Environmental assessments were completed for over 500 capital and maintenance 
projects. 


A policy circular was developed to apply the Environmental Assessment and 
Review Process to leases and licences issued for Harbours and Ports real property. 


We participated in various environmental committees and working groups 
including those formed to address a Code of Practice for Underground Storage 
Tanks at Federal Facilities, the Management of Contaminated Sites, and Waste 
Management. 


An inventory of underground storage tanks at our sites was developed. 


Marketing Initiatives 


In an effort to maintain and increase traffic volumes and revenues, the Harbours and 
Ports Directorate continued their modest marketing program to promote public port 
facilities. Brochures for all of the Directorate’s five regions highlighting their major ports 
and services were completed. These brochures were given out to prospective clientele 
and used for promotion at trade conferences dealing with domestic and international 
markets. The placement of advertisements in marine publications also continued. 


Regional Achievements 


The Directorate’s operational and commercial activities take place at the regional and 
local level. The following information provides a regional perspective of the Directorate’s 
achievements for 1991-92. 


Newfoundland Region: 


Newfoundland’s gross revenue generation was $1.77 million, which is equivalent to the 
1990-91 figure (adjusted for cost recovery revenue). Seven (7) of the region’s 59 ports 
accounted for 79% of the revenue figure. 


The capital program consisted of 9 projects with expenditures totalling $1.88 million. 
Argentia Fleet Dock Reconstruction was completed and the dock was officially re-opened 
July 18, 1991. Charlottetown (Labrador) Wharf Reconstruction was also completed in 
1991 while the Wharf Reconstruction project in Rigolet (Labrador) was substantially 
completed. | 


During 1991, over 11 million metric tonnes of cargo went through the ports administered 
by the Newfoundland Region. 9.7 million metric tonnes went through 4 ports which are 
proclaimed public harbours, but the region has no facilities in them. 


Maritimes Region: 


Gross revenues in the Maritimes Region remained consistent with previous years. As 
well, during the early part of 1992 there has been significant interest and potential for 
new business opportunities at the Ports of Bayside, Dalhousie and the Strait of Canso. 


The Port of Summerside P.E.I. has enjoyed a 39% increase in potato shipments from last 
year. The PVYN potato virus has made shippers seek and obtain new export markets 
which were not previously sought. 


The number of cruise ships that have visited Atlantic Canadian ports increased during the 
year. The Ports of Sydney, N.S. and Charlottetown, P.E.I. enjoyed 49 and 34 visits 
respectively. 


During the summer of 1991 engineering investigations were done on the condition of the 
transit sheds at Summerside, and the wharf face at Sydney and Mulgrave, N.S. These 
structures have reached the end of their useful lives and will require replacement. 


Laurentian Region: 


In 1991-92 10 major projects involving total expenditures of $18.5 million were 
undertaken. 


The reconstruction of the Paspébiac wharf and the first phase of the reconstruction of the 
Les Méchins wharf were completed. Substantial progress was also made on the 
redevelopment of the Baie-Comeau harbour project and the reconstruction of the 
Tadoussac and Tête-à-la-Baleine wharves, with the result that these new facilities were 
virtually operational by the end of 1991-92. 


The development of several projects continued, in particular Montmagny, Gros-Cacouna, 
Rimouski and Baie-Ste-Catherine. 


In 1991-92 the Region’s ports handled more than 1.8 million metric tons of freight, 
including 613,000 tonnes of forest products, 476,000 tonnes of petroleum products and 
665,000 tonnes of general cargo. 


The Region’s total revenues increased to $2.7 million. 


Central Region: 
Central Region administers and maintains 50 sites in Ontario and 2 in Manitoba. 


Total Gross Revenue generated amounted to $2.5 million, a 13.3% improvement over 
1990-91. Approximately 50.4% of this revenue was generated from Goderich, with 
Sault Ste. Marie responsible for 11.3% of the total. 


Commodity traffic varied from port to port with Goderich, Port Stanley, Sault Ste. Marie 
and Kingsville realizing prominent increases. In 1991-92, Goderich achieved a 16% and 
118% increase in salt and grain traffic, handling approximately 2.3 million metric tonnes 
and 400,000 metric tonnes respectively. Overall, Port Stanley realized an increase of 6% 
in traffic, and handled various commodities, which included coal, fertilizer, grain and 
liquid petroleum products. Sault Ste. Marie achieved a slight traffic increase of 6% in 
petroleum products while Kingsville accomplished an 18% increase in its aggregate traffic. 


The on-going $24 million capital project, Pelee Island, progressed in 1991-92 with the 


completion of the environmental assessment and environmental compensation package 
and presentation of the assessment to the three townships involved.

Western Region: 


Western Region administers 23 declared public harbours and 142 port facilities in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, British Columbia and the Northwest Territories, with the largest 
concentration in British Columbia. Management of the harbours and port facilities is 
through direct supervision, fee-of-office appointees and management service agreements. 


In 1991-92, revenues totaled $2.4 million of which approximately 50% was generated by 
the Port of Victoria. Harbour Dues accounted for $534,247, leases, permits and other 
property-related charges accounted for $867,812 and port-related charges accounted for 
the remaining $960,127. 


The Port of Victoria remains the principal cruise passenger port on Vancouver Island. 


The facility handled 32,759 passengers, which represents a 10% increase over last year. 
The 1992 cruise season is expected to be even busier. 
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SUMMARY OF OPERATIONS FOR MAJOR COMMERCIAL PORTS 


Argentia, Newfoundland 


Located on the western side of Newfoundland’s 
Avalon Peninsula, Argentia is approximately 
130 kilometres from St. John’s. The port, which 
offers an ice-free, deep-water harbour, features 
two public wharves; one no longer used, the 
oOtnem a ileet ‘dock. The fleet dock has 
635 metres of docking face and is 18.8 metres 
wide, with depths alongside of 7.9 to 8.5 metres. 
The Port also offers a "Ro-Ro" ramp, three 
private wharves, two tanks and a pipeline. 
Argentia plays a major role in the export of fish 
and the import of salt. 


Baie-Comeau, Québec 


This port is located on the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, 440 kilometres downstream 
from Québec City. A transhipment port for 
grain and an export port for newsprint and 
aluminium, Baie-Comeau features almost 
1,000 linear metres of private docking facilities. 
These include a grain terminal with elevator 
capacity for approximately 364,000 tonnes of 
wheat.

Bayside, New Brunswick 


This port is located on the St. Croix River, 
which empties into the Passamaquody Bay on 
its way to the Bay of Fundy. Situated 
12 kilometres northwest of St. Andrews, Bayside 
is an active terminal for the import and export 
of fish, pulpwood, lumber, potatoes and fuel. 
The port features one public wharf that has a 
berth length of 242 metres, and a water depth 
of 8.5 metres. Bayside is ice-free and open to 
year-round navigation. 


Botwood, Newfoundland 


Located on the northeast coast of 
Newfoundland, this port is 37 kilometres from 
the town of Grand Falls. The port supports the 
pulp and paper mill as well as the area’s 
petroleum needs. It features two private 
terminals handling newsprint and petroleum, 
and two public wharves. One public wharf, an 
oil dock, is a 52-metre by 10-metre finger pie. 
The other, a transit wharf, is an 83-metre-long 
marginal wharf with a 1,281-square-metre 
transit shed. The port is navigable year-round, 
requiring icebreaker assistance from January to 
April.

Campbell River, British Columbia 


Located on the East Coast of Vancouver Island, 
the port of Campbell River is situated midway 
between Cape Scott and Victoria. The harbour 
supports a resource based economy, catering to 
deepsea vessels primarily carrying coal, pulp, 
paper, lumber and ore concentrates. Several 
facilities are located in the Campbell River 
area, including: a Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans facility, a ferry service, two private 
deepsea wharves, a number of small private 
ports for barge activity, and the only public 
industrial port facility, located at Middle Point.

Corner Brook, Newfoundland 


This port, located on the west coast of 
Newfoundland, supports the City of 
Corner Brooks role as a distribution centre for 
cargo bound for western and central 
Newfoundland. It is also of great importance to 
the local paper mill, cement plant and fishing 
industry. Corner Brook is a large, 
well-sheltered deep-water port that features 
three oil terminals, a 503-metre-long mill wharf, 
a bulk cement terminal, a 361-metre-long public 
wharf upgraded to handle container traffic, and 
a 2,436-square-metre public warehouse.

The port features one public 
wharf, 175 metres long with depths of 
8.2 metres, and private tank farms with 
extensive storage for liquid products.

Goderich, Ontario

STATEMENT OF REMISSIONS FOR 1991-92 


Section 14 (1) of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act states that "Subject to any 
regulation made by the Governor in Council, the Minister may remit any rate, toll, fee or 
other charge or any interest thereon and may enter into contracts agreeing to the payment 
of rates, tolls, fees or other charges in place of those imposed or prescribed by the Governor 
in Council." Subsection (3) states that "a statement of each remission of one thousand dollars 
or more granted under subsection (1) shall be included in the annual report of the Minister 
to Parliament."

PUBLIC HARBOUR ADVISORY COUNCILS 


The Minister of Transport may establish Public Harbour Advisory Councils for such public 
harbours as the Minister may designate, in accordance with Section 5 of the Public Harbours 
and Port Facilities Act. 


Public Harbour Advisory Councils play an important role in the overall mechanism that 
contributes to the development and implementation of national, regional and local ports 
policy and operation. These councils provide an organizational structure whereby the 
planning and operation of local ports can be discussed, and ensuing recommendations made 
to the Minister.

FINANCIAL REVIEW

Gross revenues in 1991-92 for the program were $13,162,203 which represent 47% of 
non-capital expenditures and 26% of total expenditures. Under the terms of the 
Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, wharfingers and harbour masters receive a set 
commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their respective ports. The 
remaining funds are paid into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1991-92, approximately 240 harbour masters and wharfingers represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees ranged from $100 
to $68,835, depending upon the level of traffic at the port and the activity of the 
appointee. For those appointees receiving commissions, the average annual 
commission paid was $5,528. Appreciation must be expressed to all appointees who 
provided sound port administration to the benefit of their community. 


Of the 526 sites identified within the program, 30 major commercial ports accounted 
for revenues of $10,126,770 or 77.0% of the gross revenues. Port-specific revenues 
provide a good indicator of the level of commercial activity at a port. They 
understate the level of total port activity, however, as many ports have larger volumes 
of smaller craft (e.g. fishing vessels) that use facilities but pay minimal fees.

Accounting Conventions 


In 1991-92, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures at 
approximately one half of its 526 sites. In some cases these sites consist of only a 
proclaimed harbour without shore facilities, or simply a land interest. 


All 1991-92 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis consistent with the 
"Public Accounts" presentation. Specifically excluded are depreciation expenses, 
accommodation provided by Public Works Canada, common services provided by 
Supply and Services Canada and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works Canada.

The ports chosen are 
representative of their respective provinces and include the larger revenue-generating 
ports. Applied against these revenues are charges for all identified operating 
expenditures as well as commissions. Each port was then allocated a portion of 
headquarters and regional office administrative costs as follows: 


- Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly among the sites in 
the five Regions. 


- Within each Region all administrative and indirect expenses, down to the area- 


manager level, were considered regional overhead and split evenly among the sites 
in each Region.

PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 
Background 


...the Minister shall, within nine months after the end of each fiscal year, prepare a 
report showing the financial operations of all public harbours and public port facilities 
for that fiscal year and shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the 
Jirst fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after he completes it. 


Section 26 of the Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act (RSC 1985) 


This report, which has been prepared to meet the above-mentioned requirement, includes only 
the public harbours and port facilities administered under the Act. It excludes ports of the 
Canada Ports Corporation, Local Port Corporations and ports administered as Harbour 
Commissions. These ports fall under other Acts and have other reporting requirements. 


Program Overview 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns the Minister of Transport control and 
management of all harbours, wharves, piers and breakwaters that are the property of Canada 
and not the responsibility of another minister. Consequently, Transport Canada currently 
maintains, administers and develops public port facilities and public harbours at 526 sites 
across Canada, primarily to assist commercial transportation. 


"Commercial transportation," in this case, includes vessels that transport commodities, goods 
or passengers, and generally excludes fishing and recreational vessels administered by the 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services are also usually excluded. However, 
Transport Canada does administer some ports that support fishing, recreational or ferry 
activities at locations where it is economical for several types of users to share the same 
facilities. 


Port Operations 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional significance. In isolated areas, 
where few rail or road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive, these ports 
provide the basic transportation link for the supply of essential goods and foodstuffs, and for 
passenger service. 


In other localities, ports may provide efficient transportation for bulk commodities with 
relatively low value per unit of cargo volume or weight, such as ore concentrates, pulpwood 
and grain. These ports not only support local industrial needs; they may be the only 
transportation alternative when overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port supports an isolated community or several large industries, Transport Canada's 
operational role is normally limited to enforcing regulations regarding facility use, monitoring 
port operations, and collecting user fees. Services such as cargo handling are supplied by the 
private sector. 

Since most public ports do not generate sufficient revenues to cover their capital, operating 
and administrative costs, they are funded largely by appropriations through Parliament. 


Program Objectives 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to, and share objectives with, 
Ports Canada and the Harbour Commissions. All work towards a port system that: 


contributes to the achievement of Canada's international trade objectives as well as 
national, regional and local economic and social objectives; 


is efficient; 
provides ports users with accessible and equitable transportation services; and 


is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air transportation systems. 


Program Administration 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard's Harbours and Ports Directorate, 
through five regional offices, and is coordinated by a headquarters unit in Ottawa. 


Local port administration varies according to the complexity of local operations. A small 
number of the most active sites are supervised by full-time public servants who serve as port 
or area managers. In most cases, Transport Canada is represented locally by fee-of-office 
appointees who are compensated on a commission basis from a percentage of the fees collected 
from port users. These individuals are known as Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, and are 
appointed by the Minister of Transport and are as active at ports as traffic demands. 


User Fees 


User fees are assessed under the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act, according to trade 
practice. Typical charges include: 


Harbour dues 


- a charge assessed against a vessel according to its size and previous destination. 


Berthage 


- a charge for occupying a berth at a port. The charge is based on the vessel's size and 
its length of stay. 


Wharfage 


- a charge for moving cargo over a public wharf. The fee is based on cargo type, with 
a rate per tonne or cubic metre. 


Storage 


- a charge for use of sheds or open space for assembling or distributing cargos. The 
charge depends on space occupied and duration of use. 


Letting 


- a rent, usually based on the market value of the property. 


Transport Canada publishes a tariff schedule for all charges except lettings. Tariff rates are 
approved by Governor-in-Council. 


If Transport Canada must undertake improvements for the benefit of a major user, the 
Department may supplement or replace these tariffs with negotiated contracts designed to 
improve the overall rate of cost recovery on investment. The Department deposits all 
revenues, excluding commissions paid to Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, into the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada.

II 
HARBOURS AND PORTS: PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 
Property and Real Estate Issues 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate continued to implement the necessary changes and updates 
to its real property policies as they relate to the Real Property Management Manual published 
by the Bureau of Real Property Management of the Treasury Board Secretariat in 1992. 


Harbours and Ports officials continued to work actively with the Bureau of Real Property 
Management on the effects on operations of the new Federal Real Property Act and 
Regulations which became effective 15 September 1992. In addition, new delegations of 
authorities covering all property transactions were prepared in accordance with the new 
property act. 


During the period of January to December 1992, the Harbours and Ports Directorate processed 
a total of 290 letting documents, affecting federal property with a letting revenue of 
$1,448,174. 


Regulatory and Legislative Initiatives 
On September 17, 1992, Governor-in-Council approval was received to combine the Public 
Ports of Chatham and Newcastle, New Brunswick into the Public Port of Miramichi. 


Environmental Issues 


Environmental issues continue to receive a high priority within Harbours and Ports. Among 
those items addressed over the past year are the following: 


Environmental assessments were completed for over 500 capital and maintenance 
projects. 


A policy circular was developed to apply the Environmental Assessment and Review 
Process to leases and licences issued for Harbours and Ports real property. 


The directorate participated in various environmental committees and working groups 
including those formed to address a Code of Practice for Underground Storage Tanks at 
Federal Facilities, the Management of Contaminated Sites, and Waste Management. 

An inventory of underground storage tanks at our sites was developed. 


Marketing Initiatives 


In an effort to maintain and increase traffic volumes and revenues, the Harbours and Ports 
Directorate continued their modest marketing program to promote public port facilities. 
Brochures for all of the Directorate's five regions highlighting their major ports and services 
were completed. These brochures were given out to prospective clientele and used for 
promotion at trade conferences dealing with domestic and international markets. The 
placement of advertisements in marine publications also continued. 


Regional Achievements 


The Directorate's operational and commercial activities take place at the regional and local 
level. The following information provides a regional perspective of the Directorate's 
achievements for 1992-93. 


Newfoundland Region: 


Gross Revenues in the Newfoundland Region were $1.64 million, and as in past years, 
seven (7) of the region's ports accounted for 79% of the revenue, see page 41. 


During 1992, the wharf reconstruction project in Rigolet, Labrador was completed. Area 
lighting was added to the Argentia Fleet Dock greatly enhancing its versatility and 
functionality. 


An engineering investigation of the facility at Hermitage determined that it has reached the end 
of its useful life and is structurally unable to bear the load levels associated with the current 
activity. Severe load restrictions have been imposed and reconstruction is planned. 


Over 10.1 million metric tonnes of cargo went through the ports administered by the 
Newfoundland Region. 8.3 million metric tonnes went through 4 ports which are proclaimed 
public harbours, but in which the region has no facilities. 


Maritimes Region: 


Gross revenues for 1992-93 were $3,192,448, a decrease of 16% from last year. This was the 
first year that the impact of the recession has been felt on port operations. The export of 
forestry products from New Brunswick ports was notably affected. 


Some interesting changes in shipping patterns took place on Prince Edward Island. While 
historical export tonnages of potatoes were maintained, vessels tended to use different ports. 
For the first time since 1978 potatoes were exported from Georgetown, P.E.I. As well, 15 
vessels called at the Port of Souris for export cargoes.

Two major capital projects were pursued. Preliminary project approval was received for the 
replacement of the transit sheds at Summerside, P.E.I. A preliminary project approval 
document for replacement of the marine terminal at Sydney was also put forward for 
departmental review. 


As part of the operations and maintenance program, a project was cost-shared with the 
Province of New Brunswick for repairs to the ferry terminal at North Head, Grand Manan, 
N.B. 


Laurentian Region: 


In the Laurentian Region in 1992-93 10 major projects involving total expenditures of $12 
million were undertaken. 


Three of the projects, the redevelopment of Baie-Comeau harbour and the reconstruction of the 
Tadoussac and Téte-a-la-Baleine wharves, were completed. The reconstruction projects for the 
Montmagny and Baie-Ste-Catherine wharves and the Rimouski spur wharf were implemented 
and proceeded on schedule. The Les Méchins wharf reconstruction project is proceeding 
normally. 


Development continued on the study for the development of Gros-Cacouna harbour and for the 
restoration of Rimouski harbour. 


Maintenance of the Region's marine facilities required $5.7 million. 

A total of 1.8 million metric tons of freight was handled in the Region's ports, generating total 
revenues of $2.4 million, or a slight decline from the $2.7 million reported last year. 
Significant ground was made up, however, in land-leasing costs. The results of this will be 
visible in 1993-94. 

Central Region: 

Central Region administers and maintains 53 public harbours in Ontario and 2 in Manitoba. 


Total Revenue realized for 1993-93 is $2.4 million. 


Principal commodities handled at regional port facilities include salt, petroleum products, 
grain, sand, stone, gravel, coal and fertilizer. 


The Region's 1992 major O&M projects included: Goderich North Pier repairs at 
$1,091,000, and North Bay and Millhaven Wharf Repairs at a cost of $530,000 and $406,000 
respectively; Owen Sound structural repairs for $959,000 and Port Stanley maintenance 
dredging at a cost of $711,000. 


Expenditures on the major capital project, Pelee Island Mainland Ferry Terminals, were 

$2.5 million. The project received Treasury Board approval; the contract between the Federal 
and Provincial governments was signed by the Minister of State for Transport Canada and 
Minister of Transportation for Ontario. The initial assessment report was published. 


The Regional minor capital program included completion of a replacement walkway on the 
Sarnia wharf at a cost of $283,000 providing improved access to shippers engaged in refit 
activities. At North Bay, $65,000 was utilized to renovate a warehouse. 


The Central Region Ports Master Plan Study was completed by outside Consultants in August 
1992, and will form the basis for planned development for public port facilities. 


Western Region: 


Western Region experienced a growth in business during 1992-1993, due to the relatively good 
performance of the Provincial economy. The Region administered 23 Public Harbours and 
142 Public Port facilities in Alberta, Saskatchewan, the Northwest Territories and 

British Columbia. 


For the 1992-1993 operating period, gross revenues totalled $2,664,559 of which 64% was 
generated by the combined ports of Victoria and Esquimalt. Regional harbour dues accounted 
for $ 552,935, port charges earned $ 995,877, and property related income totalled 
$1,115,747. 


The Port of Victoria remains the principal cruise vessel port on Vancouver Island. The major 
cruise facility in the Port handled 28,513 passengers in 1992, an increase of 34% over the 
previous year. New business came to the Port with the initiation of a passenger ferry link to 
Vancouver, complementing services already in place from Seattle, Anacortes and Port Angeles 
in Washington State. 


The Department continued discussions with the Province, Esquimalt and Victoria regarding the 
formation of a Harbour Commission in response to strong local support for a change in 
management structure. 


The Port system continues to serve local and regional transportation needs. The Powell River 
and Campbell River barge facilities continue to perform well as regional load centers, with 
coal exports from Campbell River totalling 355,220 tonnes, an increase of 386% over the 
previous year. The Mackenzie River, Western Arctic and Athabasca facilities continue to 
respond to community resupply needs in these areas. 


Repairs to Wharves were maintained at a level of over 70 marine engineering projects, despite 
a government spending reduction affecting this program. Total expenditures amounted to 
$ 2,816,752.

SUMMARY OF OPERATIONS FOR MAJOR COMMERCIAL PORTS 


Argentia, Newfoundland 


Located on the western side of Newfoundland's 
Avalon Peninsula, Argentia is approximately 
130 km from St. John's. The port, which offers 
an ice-free, deep-water harbour, features two 
public wharves; one no longer used, the other a 
fleet dock. The fleet dock has 635 m of docking 
face and is 18.8 m wide, with depths alongside of 
7.9 to 8.5 m. The Port also offers a "Ro-Ro" 
ramp, three private wharves, two tanks and a 
pipeline. Argentia plays a major role in the 
export of fish and the import of salt. 


Baie-Comeau, Québec 


This port is located on the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, 440 km downstream from 
Québec City. A transhipment port for grain and 
an export port for newsprint and aluminium, 
Baie-Comeau features almost 1,000 m of private 
docking facilities. These include a grain terminal 
with elevator capacity for approximately 364,000 t 
of wheat. The port also features a public wharf 
with 585 m of docking face with depths of 7.0 to 
90m:

Bayside, New Brunswick 


This port is located on the St. Croix River, which 
empties into the Passamaquoddy Bay on its way to 
the Bay of Fundy. Situated 12 km northwest of 
St. Andrews, Bayside is an active terminal for the 
import and export of fish, pulpwood, lumber, 
potatoes and fuel. The port features one public 
wharf that has a berth length of 242 m, and a 
water depth of 8.5 m. Bayside is ice-free and 
open to year-round navigation. 


Botwood, Newfoundland 


Located on the northeast coast of Newfoundland, 
this port is 37 km from the town of Grand Falls. 
The port supports the pulp and paper mill as well 
as the area's petroleum needs. It features two 
private terminals handling newsprint and 
petroleum, and two public wharves. One public 
wharf, an oil dock, is a 52 m by 10 m finger pie. 
The other, a transit wharf, is an 83 m marginal 
wharf with a 1,281 m° transit shed. The port is 
navigable year-round, requiring  icebreaker 
assistance from January to April.

Campbell River, British Columbia 


Located on the east coast of Vancouver Island, the 
port of Campbell River is situated midway 
between Cape Scott and Victoria. The harbour 
supports a resource-based economy, catering to 
deepsea vessels primarily carrying coal, pulp, 
paper, lumber and ore concentrates. Several 
facilities are located in the Campbell River area, 
including: a Department of Fisheries and Oceans 
facility, a ferry service, two private deepsea 
wharves, a number of small private ports for 
barge activity, and the only public industrial port 
facility, located at Middle Point. 


Cap-aux-Meules, Québec 


This port plays an important role in the resupply 
of the Iles-de-la-Madeleine. The port is well 
protected by a public breakwater and has extensive 
facilities for fishing vessels and small craft. The 
transportation infrastructure includes two public 
berths. One is 172 m long, the other 90 m long, 
ending in a 28.8 m wide "Ro-Ro" ramp. 
Cap-aux-Meules is navigable from May to 
December.

Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island 


Charlottetown is the principal port on 
Prince Edward Island, and the site of the 
provincial capital. The port features one public 
marine terminal with over 400 m of dock face, 
and over 2,300 m? of warehousing; two private 
tanker terminals; and a Canadian Coast Guard 
base. 


Corner Brook, Newfoundland 


This port, located on the west coast of 
Newfoundland, supports the city of 
Corner Brook's role as a distribution centre for 
cargo bound for western and central 
Newfoundland. It is also of great importance to 
the local paper mill, cement plant and fishing 
industry. Corner Brook is a large, well-sheltered 
deep-water port that features three oil terminals, a 
503 m long mill wharf, a bulk cement terminal, a 
361 m long public wharf upgraded to handle 
container traffic, and a 2,436 m’ public 
warehouse. The port is navigable year-round, 
with occasional icebreaker assistance.

Cornwall, Ontario 


Located on the north shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, Cornwall is 120 km upstream from 
Montreal. Its primary role is to support the bulk 
product needs of the local synthetic fibre plant and 
paper mill. The port, however, has the potential 
to become the marine supply route for industries 
in northeastern New York and Ontario. The port 
features one public wharf, 175 m long with depths 
of 8.2 m, and private tank farms with extensive 
storage for liquid products. 


Dalhousie, New Brunswick 


This port, located in the Bay of Chaleur, is a bulk 
port with exports of newsprint and ore 
concentrates, and imports of petroleum and coal. 
The port features two public wharves with 375 m 
of dockage, a "Ro-Ro" ramp, 8,330 m’ of 
warehousing, and a ferry terminal.

Gaspé, Québec 


The port of Gaspé is considered one of the best 
naturally created harbours in Eastern Canada. 
Situated behind a sand barrier inside the Bay of 
Gaspé, the port is well protected with an adequate 
depth to service commodity traffic. The public 
port facility consists of a wharf 234m long, 23.4m 
wide with a 12m depth at the head. Three 
mooring stations provide accommodations, at 
various depths, for most vessels. Main activities 
at Gaspé are the export of sulphuric acid and fish, 
and the import of copper concentrates and 
petroleum products. 


Goderich, Ontario 


This port on the eastern shore of Lake Huron, at 
the mouth of the Maitland River, is a major export 
point for salt and a distribution centre for grain. 
The port features approximately 6,300 m of 
berthage at one private, and five public wharves. 
The maintained channel and harbour depths range 
from 6.4 to 7.3 m. Private grain elevators with a 
capacity of 129,000 t of wheat are available under 
contract.

Goose Bay, Labrador 


Goose Bay, the largest urban centre in Labrador, 
is situated in Terrington basin at the west end of 
Lake Melville approximately 256 km from the east 
coast. Goose Bay functions primarily as the cargo 
distribution centre for the isolated communities on 
the Northern Labrador coast. The facilities at the 
port consist of a main dock (marginal wharf), with 
a freight shed of 1625 m°, and the west dock 
(finger pier). Main activities at the port include: 
the handling of oil products, Marine Atlantic Inc. 
"Ro-Ro" and container traffic and transhipment of 
freight to Northern Labrador. 


Gros-Cacouna, Québec 


Located on the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, Gros-Cacouna is about 190 km downstream 
from Québec City. It is a major shipping centre 
for the overseas export of locally-produced lumber 
and newsprint. The port is an artificial harbour 
enclosed by two breakwaters. It features a 240 m 
long public wharf, and a 2,800 m° warehouse. It 
is navigable year-round, with occasional 
icebreaker assistance. All of Gros-Cacouna's port 
traffic is accommodated at the public wharf.

Kingsville, Ontario

Matane, Québec 


The port of Matane is 400 km downstream from 
Québec City, on the South shore of the 
St. Lawrence River. Its primary role is to ship 
local pulpwood to domestic markets in Limoilou 
and La Baie. The harbour at Matane is formed by 
two breakwaters. Port facilities include a 
provincial ferry wharf; a rail ferry wharf linking 
Matane with Godbout and Baie-Comeau; a 
marginal public wharf 160 m long; and a public 
finger pier with 210 m of docking face. 


Miramichi, New Brunswick 


In 1992-93 the ports of Chatham and Newcastle 
were combined to form the Public port of 
Miramichi. Facilities at the port includes: two 
public wharves, one for woodpulp and one limited 
to fishing traffic, five marine terminals including 
a 313 m public wharf, two tanker terminals and 
2 additional wharves for forest products. The 
Miramichi River is navigable year-round with 
occasional icebreaker assistance.

Mulgrave, Nova Scotia 


This port is located 280 km northeast of Halifax. 
One of three ports in the Strait of Canso, it 
features the deepest ice-free harbour in 
North America, with protected anchorage for 
vessels up to 500,000 dead weight tonnage. 
Mulgrave is a transhipment port for salt from 
Pugwash and Iles-de-la-Madeleine, and for the 
shipment of aggregates, ores, fish and pulpwood. 
The port has five wharves: two fishing wharves, 
a private wharf used to ship aggregates, a small 
tanker terminal and a public wharf. The public 
wharf is 435 m long with depths alongside of 
9.6 m. It also has a 1,400 m° public warehouse. 


Port Stanley, Ontario 


This port is located on Lake Erie's north shore, at 
the mouth of Kettle Creek, and features 1,345 m 
of dockage administered by Harbours and Ports. 
The port is a shipping terminal for locally 
produced grains and cement, and a receiving 
terminal for coal, fertilizer and petroleum 
products, including asphalt. It also supports an 
active commercial fishing industry. The port 
features a grain elevator and silos that can store 
17,000 t of wheat. It also has an 836 m° public 
warehouse; tank storage facilities for fuels, asphalt 
and liquid fertilizer and open storage for coal and 
potash.

Rimouski, Québec 


This port, on the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, is about 315 km downstream from Québec 
City. It is a regional distribution point for 
petroleum, salt and general cargo. The port 
features 640 m of public wharf and a public 
warehouse. The port is navigable year-round, 
with occasional icebreaker assistance. All of 
Rimouski's port traffic is handled at the public 
wharf. 


Sarnia, Ontario 


The public harbour of Sarnia is on the east shore 
of the St. Clair River, near its junction with 
Lake Huron. The port supports Sarnia's role as 
Canada's major centre of oil refining and 
petrochemical manufacturing. Much of the 
secondary industry in the area is oriented towards 
serving the needs of the major oil refineries and 
petrochemical plants. The port is also a major 
transhipment point for grain. There are two 
public facilities for general cargo (now not used), 
and twelve private port facilities, six of which are 
used to ship petroleum products to various 
domestic and international destinations.

Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario 


This port is located on the north shore of the 
St. Mary's River, which joins Lake Superior with 
Lake Huron. It 1s' ‘located’ “near "the 
Sault Ste. Marie (Canada) Canal. The port's 
primary role is to support the local steel, pulp and 
paper, and chemical mills. There are five private 
marine terminals and a 91 m public wharf, which 
is an L-shaped long head block. 


Sorel, Québec 


Located on the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, at the mouth of the Richelieu River, Sorel 
is about 75 km downstream from Montreal. The 
navigational season is 12 months a year. In the 
past few years, the port has played a dual role, 
serving as a supplementary storage and shipping 
area for iron and titanium products, and as an 
unloading and storage facility for salt. The port 
features four berths with lengths of 110 to 244 m, 
and alongside depths of 5.0 to 9.1 m.

STATEMENT OF REMISSIONS FOR 1992-1993 


Section 14 (1) of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act states that "Subject to any 
regulation made by the Governor in Council, the Minister may remit any rate, toll, fee or other 
charge or any interest thereon and may enter into contracts agreeing to the payment of rates, tolls, 
fees or other charges in place of those imposed or prescribed by the Governor in Council." 
Subsection (3) states that "a statement of each remission of one thousand dollars or more granted 
under subsection (1) shall be included in the annual report of the Minister to Parliament." 


There were no remissions granted during 1992-93. 
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PUBLIC HARBOUR ADVISORY COUNCILS 


The Minister of Transport may establish Public Harbour Advisory Councils for such public 
harbours as the Minister may designate, in accordance with Section 5 of the Public Harbours and 
Port Facilities Act. 


Public Harbour Advisory Councils play an important role in the overall mechanism that 
contributes to the development and implementation of national, regional and local ports policy and 
operation. These councils provide an organizational structure whereby the planning and operation 
of local ports can be discussed, and ensuing recommendations made to the Minister.

Gross revenues in 1992-93 for the program were $12,296 which represents 41% of non- 
capital expenditures and 26% of total expenditures. Under the terms of the Public 
Harbours and Port Facilities Act, wharfingers and harbour masters receive a set 
commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their respective ports. The remaining 
funds are paid into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1992-93, approximately 240 harbour masters and wharfingers represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees ranged from $100 to 
$59,579, depending upon the level of traffic at the port and the activity of the appointee. 
For those appointees receiving commissions, the average annual commission paid was 
$5,216. Appreciation must be expressed to all appointees who provided sound port 
administration to the benefit of their community. 


Of the 526 sites identified within the program, 30 major commercial ports accounted for 
revenues of $9,563,124 or 77% of the gross revenues. Port-specific revenues provide a 
good indicator of the level of commercial activity at a port. They understate the level of 
total port activity, however, as many ports have larger volumes of smaller craft 
(e.g. fishing vessels) that use facilities but pay minimal fees.

Accounting Conventions 


In 1992-93, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures at approximately 
one half of its 526 sites. In some cases these sites consist of only a proclaimed harbour 
without shore facilities, or simply a land interest. 


All 1992-93 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis consistent with the "Public 
Accounts" presentation. Specifically excluded are depreciation expenses, accommodation 
and common services and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works and Government 
Services Canada.

Schedule 4 provides "Revenues and Expenditures by Region." The ports chosen are 
representative of their respective provinces and include the larger revenue-generating ports. 
Applied against these revenues are charges for all identified operating expenditures as well 
as commissions. Each port was then allocated a portion of headquarters and regional — 
office administrative costs as follows: 


- Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly among the sites in the 
five Regions. 


- Within each Region all administrative and indirect expenses, down to the area-manager 


level, were considered regional overhead and split evenly among the sites in each 
Region.
